= Task force in 
Boyne shaping 
plans to tackle 
housing issues 


The aim of the Boyne City Hous- 
ing Task Force, which met for the first 
time last week, is simple. According 
to co-organizer Scott MacKenzie, 
‘We're building houses.” 

The problem the task force was as- 
sembled to address, however, is far 
more complex. The demand for af- 
fordable housing is at nearly a crisis- 
level in Boyne City, with the unavail- 
ability of homes in a mid-range af- 
fecting school enrollment and creat- 
ing a shortage of employees for local 
industry. The shortage, MacKenzie 
said, has “made it difficult for chil- 
dren who grow up in our community 
to afford to stay in our community.” 

Though the issue has been a hot 
topic of discussion in the area in re- 
cent years, few solutions have been 
offered. It was just that lack of ac- 
dion that prompted MacKenzie, along 
with co-organizer Pete Friedrich, to 
put the task force in motion. 

Comprised of members of several 
pertinent sectors of the community, 
including those in real estate, bank- 
ing, industry, and downtown busi- 
nesses as well as representatives of 
the City and school district, the task 
force gathered for an initial meeting 
on June 17 to discuss possible solu- 
uons, “Monday evening's discussion

Boyne City ambulance service looking for more hands 


The Boyne City Ambulance De- 
partment is growing, but the need for 
more volunteers has not diminished. 
As the department makes its progres- 
sion towards an Advanced Life Sup- 
port deSignation, under the direction 
of the service’s first full-time dijrec- 
tor Barb Mathers, extra hands would 
make for lighter work for everyone. 

“We're still looking for all levels,” 
Mathers said. “If people are inter- 
ested, we’re always looking.” 

After Mathers came on as the full- 
time director last September, several 
new volunteers were hired onto the 
service, bringing the total up to nearly 
30 members. Though the numbers are 
looking better now than a year ago, 
there is no “magic number” of vol- 
unteers. “People are busy,” she said.

“The ones we have work many 
Most have full-time jobs be- 
sides their commitment to the ambu- 
lance service, which includes not only 
runs but training and classroom time. 

Well into the process of upgrading 
to ALS, current volunteers have 
passed required classroom time and 
are finishing up the required clinical 
work at area hospitals.

A new rig has been secured, with the 
ALS standard “Life Pack 12” equip- 
ment up and running.

“If you're 
in a lot of pain, it’s a hard ride to the 
hospital.” 

Though the timeline for completion 
of the ALS upgrading process is de- 
pendent on many variables, from 
completing education requirements to 
bureaucracy, Mathers is hoping to 
have the upgrade completed as early 
as this summer. 

Most of the training expenses in- 
curred through the upgrade process 
have been covered by grant monies 
received by the city. Part of that grant, 
according to city manager Eric Strahl, 
also included funding to train volun- 
teers in outlying areas, in order to 
improve emergency response time in 


townships served by the City ambu- 
lance service. 

AS the service grows, so will the 
membership, Mathers hopes. Not 
only are volunteers needed at all lev- 
els of experience, but drivers posi- 
tions are also available. For those 
who'd like to help out but have no 
prior experience, there’s also a Vol- 
unteer Association, geared towards 
fundraising. 

The ambulance service, Mathers 
said with a laugh, “is not making 
money.” While the City funds the 
operation of the service, there are al- 
ways “extras,” Mathers said, that 
would make the job easier or improve 
morale among volunteers, such as an 
additional Life Pack 12 to increase 
ALS service opportunities, or full

The ambulance service is hoping to 
have even more space in the near fu- 
ture to accommodate its growing 
ranks, as the City is currently negoti- 
ating a move to a building at the cor- 
ner of Boyne Avenue and Boyne City- 
East Jordan Road, owned by local 
businessman Bill Korthase. 

Though the solution is temporary 
until a larger, permanent location is 
found, the move will help give the 
ambulance service some much- 
needed elbow room. 

At the same time, Mathers is hop- 
ing to attract more volunteers to the 
service. ‘There are places to fill,” she 
said.

Or if, heaven forbid, you should get home and can’t 
find a use for the electric back-scratcher — can it be re- 
sold? 

The element of resale remains the saving grace for many 
true yard-salers.

“The score after five in- 
nings is: Glen’s, 5; Fiel’s 
Construction, 4,” a familiar 
voice rings out over the loud- 
speaker at the Boyne City 
Major League Field.

terious voice. Like a screaming banshee of olden Ireland, you can hear 
him, but not see him. He announces every Little League game that takes 
place on the small field down by the lake. In fact, he has not missed a 
game, other than days off given to him by concemed parents, since he 
started in 1992. His perseverance and dedication has helped keep Boyne 
City’s children on the field and off the street. 

Although most people don’t even know his name, even those that do, 
do not understand the work he does. He is in charge of many things, such 
as making sure the home team puts up the flag, allotting time for both 
teams to have infield practice, instructing the home team to do the conces- 
sion stand, and the visiting team to do the 50-50 raffle. He also takes care 
of the lineups, making sure all the kids get on the raster and such. These 


are all before the game even starts. 


And, until four years ago, he also did the field maintenance, which started 
two hours before the first game at 5 o'clock. Just before game time, he 


leads the Little League pledge. 


Once the game gets going, he keeps the official scorebook, runs the 
game clock and scoreboard, and of course announces all the batters and 
position changes. He is even a secretary every now and then, whenever 


the field gets a call. 


Believe it or not; Ron has not always done this. He was born in Saginaw 
in 1942. He never played baseball because both his parents worked, and 
were therefore not around to take him to ball practice. 

He moved to Boyne City in 1989 to get be closer to his family. He lived 
with an older fellow named Jack Lafforest, who just happened to announce 
Little League games at the ballpark. Jack got Ron interested, and he coached 
his daughter’s team in 1991. When Jack became sick inbetween seasons,

And it was over. The umpire later apologized for the ail: saying that it 
was indeed not correct, but it was too late; the damage was done. East 
Jordan took home the trophy. 

Don’t be fooled though, Ron has also seen many happy things too, rang- 
ing from no-hitters to grand-slams to comeback victories. His most memo- 
rable coach is, and I think those that know him might agree that he is very 
“memorable,” Logan Ciecelski. Although he often argued or made a scene, 
he was, said Ron, a “good coach, who worked the kids a lot, but never too 
much.” 

Many very good players have played the game in front of Ron, but two 
that really excelled were twins Jason and Donnie Richards. They both 
were pitchers and catchers; the two best Ron has ever seen in Boyne. 
“You could switch their jerseys, and not one person would ever have been 
able to tell the difference.” Ron said. “Not that you would want to though.” 

Perhaps now some light has been shed into the little office above the 
baseball field. Inside lurks a wonderful man. whose love for kids and 
baseball makes going to the ballpark an even better experience. All of us 
here in Boyne City ought to thank Ron for everything. So, here’s mine: 
thanks.

- Bicyclists gear up for annual ‘Ride the Charx’ event 


For the Second year running, the 
North Country Bicycte Club has or- 
Ranized the ‘Ride the Charx” bicycle 
ride around Lake Charlevoix. 

After a successful first year in June 
of 2001, the club has already nearly 
exceeded that year’s number of efi- 
trants, with a few days left to go. 
According to club member Mike 
Sheean the event has drawn not only 
local bike. enthusiasts, but bicyclists 
from around the state. 

This year the ride will be held on 

Saturday, June 29, and riders will 
have their choice of three routes to 
meet individual riding interests. 
- The 20-mile ride extends from 
Boyne City through Advance to 
Hemingway Point, the eastern end of 
the Ironton Ferry, and back. 

The out-and-back route is designed 
for riders who wish to take the ride at 
a leisurely pace, with fairly flat ter- 
rain and only one large hill, at the 
Ironton Ferry. Free refreshments will 
be available at the ferry, with 
restrooms available on the way at 
Whiting Park. 

Registration or map pick-up starts 
at 10 a.m., and riders will depart no

later than 11:30 a.m. 

The 40-mile ride takes ridérs 
around Lake Charlevoix, through the 
historic Horton Bay, the city of 


Charlevoix, to the Ironton Ferry, Ad- 


vance, and back to Boyne City. Back- 
country roads have been selected 
where possible, and the route features 
flat to moderately rolling terrain, with 
one hilly section. 

Registration or map pick-up begins 
at7 a.m., with riders departing no later 
than 8:30 a.m. 

The 62-mile ride takes cyclists on 
a more challenging route around Lake 
Charlevoix, with plenty of hills in- 
cluded. The ride leaves Boyne City 
to hit the hills going north towards 
Bay Harbor. Swinging west toward 
the city of Charlevoix, riders will con- 
tinue hill work until a six-mile cool- 
down stretch into Charlevoix.

THE CITY Commission has been discussing the need for more garage 
space for the ambulance and the need to keep police cars inside. Other rea- 
_sons for more space include the need to secure medical supplies when the 
Ambulance Service is upgraded to Advance Life Support and the Police 
Department's need for secure evidence storage and vehicle impoundment area. 
The issue has been whether to add on to City Hall behind the police depart- 
ment or to continue with plans to move the Department of Public Works to 
the north Boyne site at the end of Robinson Street and house the Police, Fire 
and Ambulance in the existing DPW garage. A temporary solution is in the 
works with the opportunity to lease garage space for the ambulance and move 
the police garage into the areas now used by the three ambulances. Opposi- 
tion has been expressed by some residents to the proposed expansion of emer- 
gency services/public buildings on the waterfront, while others have voiced 


support for this concept. 


SEVERAL CITIZENS in the Jefferson Street area have made a request to 
include Jefferson Street improvements in this year's budgeted projects. City 


Manager Strahl reviewed major and 


local street projects for the City Com- 


mission. In major streets $21,000 is budgeted for West Michigan Avenue's 
sanitary sewer work and $71,000 for completion of the North Park Street 
construction. A $39,000 budget adjustment needs to be considered for the 
unexpected section of Wildwood Harbor Road just north of North Park Street 
where pavement deteriorated and needs replacing. For local streets, $32,000 
for Line Street reconstruction work following the water main project.

The table shows that our system uncovered a problem this year. Coliforms were found in more samples than 
allowed and this was a waming of potential problems. The Total Coliform Rule requires water systems to meet 
strict limits for coliform bacteria. Coliform bacteria are usually harmless, but their presence in: water can be an 
indication of disease-causing bacteria. When coliform bacteria are found, special follow-up tests are done to 
determine if harmful bacteria-are present in the water supply. if this limit is exceeded, the water supplier must 
notify the public by newspaper, television or-radio. 

We found coliform present in the monthly samples taken during our routine testing on July 6,-2001. 

Of the nine samples tested three tested positive for total coliform bacteria, and none tested positive for either 
E-coli or fecal coliform. . We ran an additional 21 tests from July 7th, through the 10th , and all of the subsequent 


tests were negative. The duration of the violation was 24 hours and noti

Macular Degeneration is one form 
of aging of the eye. It is commonly 
referred to as age-related Macular 
Degeneration and is often abbreviated 
as AMD. The cause of AMD is un- 
known but it is the most common 
cause of legal blindness in people 
over 50. The Macula is the center por- 
tion of the retina. It is responsible for 
our straight ahead detailed sight and 
most of our color vision. It allows us 
to recognize a face, read and to watch 
television. 

There are two stages of AMD, re- 
ferred to as wet or dry.

The dry form is when the Macular 
area becomes thin and atrophies. This 
causes blank areas in the central vi- 
sion. There are no treatments and no 
preventative measures currently ap- 
proved for this form of Macular De- 
generation. Low vision aids includ- 
ing magnifiers help people with dry 
AMD continue to live as normally as 
possible. 

The wet form of AMD is respon- 
sible for up to 90 percent of the se- 
vere vision loss caused by this dis- 
ease. This occurs hen abnormal blood 
vessels grow across and beneath the 
Macula. As these abnormal vessels 
leak fluid and blood into the retina, 
scar tissue forms and loss of vision 
may occur. This loss of vision may

occur quickly and severely where dry 
AMD is usually more slow and 
gradual. 

Macular Degeneration is detected 
by a dilated eye examination. If your 


doctor suspects the very beginning of 


AMD, he may give you a take home 
test called an Amsler Grid. It looks 
similar to graph paper and ‘helps to 
monitor the progression of the dis- 
ease. Although there is no cure for 
AMD and no way to reverse the dam- 
age already done by it, there are now 
some new treatment options for wet 
AMD to help stop the progression of 
vision loss.

was positive in scope, even with the 
daunting task before AS, "MacKenzie 
said. 

And daunting it is. In order to be 
strong, Friedrich said, any community 
has to have three primary elements — 
a strong industrial base, a strong 
school system, and a strong down- 
town business district. 

“If you have people living in the 
community, with jobs in manufactur- 
ing, they.put their kids in the schools 

. and shop downtown, it’s a win- 
win deal,” he said. Boyne City is con- 
tinuing to grow in all these areas, with 
an expanded industrial-park, new high 
school, and a “decent” downtown dis- 
trict. Still, Friedrich said, “We don’t 
have people moving into the area be- 
cause of affordable housing.” Though 
they may be coming into the area ta 
work, they are buying homes in other 
communities, and other school dis- 
tricts, where property and homes are 
more affordable. 

“We have high income houses 
along the waterfront, and low income 
housing,” Friedrich said, “‘but noth- 
ing for that [middle] group, the work- 
ing couple looking to buy their first 
home, with one or twochildren. That 
down payment can be tough to come 
up with.” Affordable housing, then, 


Friedrich said, “seemed like the miss- 
ing link to make [Boyne City] a strong 
community.” 

For the task force, the way to fill in 
that blank space is, quite simply, 
building affordable housing. Which 
is what they intend to do. “We are 
now actively looking for affordable 
land to build upon,” MacKenzie said. 
The group is currently seeking prop- 
erty comprised of “four or five” lots 
situated together. “The goal is at least 
four houses,” Friedrich said. Though 
ideally the property would come in 
the form of a tax deductible donation, 
the task force recognizes that a more 
likely scenario will probably include 
some form of a discounted property 
(which also holds tax benefits for the

seller) or even a land trust. 

And though action is the goal of the 
task force, there are still plenty of 
details to be worked out, such as the 
specific criteria of “affordable hous- 
ing” for instance, before a timeline 
can be set. / . 

Though it may be time-consuming, 
the footwork being completed: now 
will make the future of the project just 
that brighter. “Once we. get the for- 
mula and have done two, three or four 
houses,” Friedrich said, “we can use 
that same formula to do more.” 

The task force will meet next on 
Monday, July 15, at 7 p.m. at the 
Wolverine Dilworth Hotel. For more
